This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Suspensions comprising 1 ) agricultural solids chosen from fertilizer, adjuvant 
or pesticide 2) nonionic surfactants 3) glycol liquid chosen from ethylene glycol or 
propylene glycol and 4) methylthio-alpha-hydroxybutyric acid and/or glyphosate salt. 
The species are independent or distinct because applicant makes claim to a stable 
agricultural solids and a water-soluble stable agricultural solids.
